This Application provides a novel method for altering 
transduction of biological signal in a cell by introducing into 
a cell a density enhanced polypeptide that is capable of 
specific association with a DEP-1 substrate polypeptide for a 
time specific in order to form a complex wherein transduction of 
the biological signal is made possible by altered cell 
proliferation, differentiation or survival. 

The closest prior art works of Tonks et al . [WO 95/30008 
(1995) cited in Applicants ' IDS ] teach various density enhanced 
protein tyrosine phosphatases or substrate trapping mutants (USP 
5,912,138 or USP 5,951,979, cited in Applicants' IDS ) , however, 
do not teach the proposed combination of method steps for 
altering transduction of a biological signal in a cell or 
provide motivation to one of ordinary skill in the art to use 
the skills available in the area of enzymology or molecular 
biology, to make the invention obvious.
